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Academic Senate meeting warns 
professors about violating copyright law 


Faculty can access 
an online guide to 
clear up copyright 
confusion.

A presentation raised ethical ques- 
tions at the last Academic Senate meet- 
ing, revealing that not only students 
have been guilty of violating copyright 
law but also professors. 

During the presentation, Tracey May- 
field, the Associate Dean of the Univer- 
sity Library at Cal State Long Beach, 
said that faculty are expected to hold 
themselves to the same standards as stu- 
dents when using copyrighted materials. 

“There really seems to be, in some 
cases, a disconnect with some of the 
faculty between coming down like 10 
tons of you-know-what on a student 
for plagiarizing, but you’re showing 
them stuff on the computer where you 
downloaded illegal software, or you’re 
handing out multiple copies of a short 
story by somebody that you didn’t get 
permission from,” Mayfield said. “To 
me, it all falls under the same umbrella, 
the plagiarism, intellectual property 
and copyright. It all falls under this um- 
brella of information ethics, and they’re 
not situational ethics.” 

The Doctrine of Fair Use sets guide- 


lines for what activities are protected 
from copyright litigation “such as criti- 
cism, comment, news reporting, teach- 


ing, scholarship and research,” accord- ° 


ing to the U.S. Copyright Office website. 
However, copyright law is written 
vaguely and is often difficult to determine 
what use of what items requires copyright 
clearance, according to Mayfield and 
Stanford University Library’s website. 
“Unfortunately, 
the only way to get 
a definitive answer 
on whether a partic- 
ular use is a fair use 
is to have it resolved 
in federal court,”

the information instead of posting the 
entire publication is an easy way around 
this problem, according to the Univer- 
sity Library’s online guide to copyright. 

Most articles posted on Beachboard are 
protected under the Doctrine of Fair Use 
because they are password protected and 
only available to a specified group, accord- 
ing to the online guide.

University Library website for faculty 
to use and protect themselves from po- 
tential lawsuits. Mayfield said publishers 
cannot legally file suit against public in- 
stitutions but can still target individuals. 

“The whole point of having the guide 
is so that not everybody on campus has to 
become a fair use scholar,” she said. “They 
just need enough to be able to cover their 
butts, and that’s what this is about.” 

The biggest concern includes profes- 
sors who, without obtaining permission, 
post full articles on personal websites 
that they use to hold resources for their 


said. “And you’re breaking the [Indi- 
viduals with Disabilities Education Act 
(IDEA)], so now you’re a felon twice.” 

According to the IDEA website, pub- 
lic institutions have to meet the Nation- 
al Instructional Materials Accessibility 
Standard, meaning they must provide 
source files that can be developed into 
other formats, including braille or audio 
books, for students with disabilities.

CSU chancellor lifts ban on 
studying abroad in Mexico 


Multiple areas in Mexico were listed in the 
2010 U.S. State Department Travel Warning.

After an almost two-year ban on 
study abroad programs in Mexico, 
Cal State University Chancellor Tim- 
othy P. White has decided to resume 
the program for 2013-14, according to 
Erik Fallis, a CSU spokesman. 

A CSU executive decision in 2007 
prohibited study abroad programs in 
areas included in the U.S. State De- 
partment Travel Warning but allowed 
the chancellor to make exceptions, 
according to Fallis. 

“The State Department issued such 
a warning in 2010, specific to certain 
areas in Mexico,” Fallis said. “Some 
programs outside that area continued to 
operate under an exception. In 2011, as 
the violence spread ... most programs in 
Mexico ceased operations.” 

Fallis said that in 2010, the warn- 
ing listed six cities: Tijuana, No- 
gales, Ciudad Juarez, Nuevo Laredo, 
Monterey and Matamoros. The three 
states mentioned were Durango, Coa- 
huila and Chihuahua. 

“At that time, the system program 
at Queretaro continued, as did several 
campus programs,” Fallis said. “The 
exceptions allowed programs to con- 
tinue operation.” 


According to Fallis, in 2012, the 
State Department expanded the 
amount of information in its warning 
and provided a more differentiated 
list of danger zones within Mexico, 
including some areas listed with “no 
advisory is in effect.” 

Fallis said this prompted the CSU 
to request an outside risk analysis, 
which staff compiled into a summary 
report and allowed the chancellor to 
use available information and make 
case-by-case decisions on exceptions 
for study abroad programs. 

“Queretaro will now resume as a 
system-wide program,” Fallis said. 

According to Sharon Olson, Cal 
State Long Beach director of educa- 
tion abroad in the Center for Interna- 
tional Education, about 700 students 
study abroad each year. 

Cecilia Fidora, CSULB assistant 
director of education abroad, said 
that students can apply to study 
abroad in Mexico by April 9; finan- 
cial aid applies, and the estimated 
cost is $16,540 for the year. 

“There will be a pre-departure ori- 
entation with emphasis on health and 
safety [which] will be held-May 11 at 
[Cal State University Northridge],” 
Fidora said. 

Fidora said that there are current- 
ly no students on the list for study- 
ing abroad at the Queretaro cam- 
pus.

The Associated Students Inc. Sen- 
ate unanimously passed a resolution 
Wednesday requesting Cal State Long 
Beach’s administration to replace the 
track on campus, a facility that is in- 
capable of hosting competitions and 
forces CSULB athletes to use another 
school’s track for meets.

“It’s pretty plain and simple,” Nieto 
said. “We’re asking the CSULB admin- 
istration to find ways to get the athletes 
a new track.” 

Nieto said a refurbished track also 
has potential to draw revenue-raising 


Study shows more graduates

Forty-five percent of college 
graduates return home-to live with 
their parents, according to a recent 
national study, and while some Cal 
State Long Beach students are sup- 
ported by their families, others will 
do whatever it takes to avoid moving 
back home. : 

Lyndsey Monconduit, a junior 
design major, said she depends entirely 
on financial aid to pay rent and support 
her through college.

“There are not as many jobs now, 
with the economy the way it is, and it’s 
scary,” Monconduit said. “I guess that 
in order to survive you have to move 
back to what you know. Parents offer 
stability. I think that people would 
choose to go home so that they don’t 
have to own up to their future,” 

Monconduit said she would be 
embarrassed to move back with her 
parents and that it would mean moving 
backwards rather than forward in life. 

The survey, conducted by The 
Atlantic, shows a 61 percent increase 
throughout 10 years of more college 
graduates living at home. 

Cayla Langhammer, a senior 
communications major, said that the

“If I couldn’t find a job that led me 
into a career, then I would have to go 
back home,” she said. “I wouldn’t be_,

Although living at home saves mon- 
ey, Langhammer said that living alone 
is important because it teaches people 
to be accountable for themselves and to 
be financially responsible. 

“It’s circumstantial what happens 
after you graduate,” Langhammer 
said. “I think anyone would rather live 
independently. I would feel like I was

According to CSULB President F. 
King Alexander, CSULB was named 
by The Education Trust organization 
as one of only five colleges and univer- 
{ities in the nation for its graduation 


“Success, as’well as affordability and 


continued commitment to low-income 
students. 

According to a payscale.com 2012- 
13 nationwide report, CSULB is 
ranked No. 38 out of 95 on the West 
Coast for its graduates’ earning po- 
tential. The report lists graduates who 
have five years or less of experience in 
their career field with an average an- 
nual starting salary of $42,400. By the 


prospective athletes who see the track’s 
condition might think CSULB doesn’t 
take its track and field program or ath- 
letes seriously. 

“We know that’s not true, but that’s 
the message it could give,” he said. 

Included in the resolution is a re- 
quest for a response by the end of the 
school year from the CSULB adminis- 
tration about its plans for the track. 

“(CSULB administration] get a lot 
of resolutions from us, and they usually 
don’t respond to them,” he said. “It’s time 
they give us a response. They need to get 
us in on the loop for what they’re doing in 
the short term or the long term.” 

A new track would come at a cost, 
at least $2 million, according to Nieto. 
While he admits the cost is an obstacle, he 
said that means, such as fundraisers, exist 
that would curtail CSULB’s expenses. 

Nieto said that CSULB Athletics 
Director Victor Cegles has pledged to 
fundraise half the costs of installing a 
new track, fundraising that would con- 
siderably lower the cost the university 
would have to cover. 

“I think classes and school come 
first, but I know the athletic depart- 
ment is willing to fundraise half of it,” 
he said.

Brett Hawkins, a junior English ma- 
jor, said he has lived with his mother 
throughout college because it’s inex- 
pensive, and he says he doesn’t have to 
worry about paying back financial aid. 
He works part time and doesn’t have to 
pay rent. : 

_ Hawkins said it has become more 
difficult to find'a full-time job because 
more people go to college than they did 
10 years ago, and it creates competition 
for employability. 

“Living on your own, you worry 
about resources, time and money,” 
Hawkins said. “Being at home without 
that worry gives me focus on studying 
and to be able to look for the right job 
when I graduate.” 
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When there is limited space in 
a print publication, stories that do 
not fit are piled online.

The invasion of Iraq anniversary should spark US debate 


This. Wednesday will mark the 10th anniver- 
sary of the invasion of Iraq, one of the largest 
blemishes in American history. 

Justified on faulty intelligence and a pro- 
paganda-led media, the Iraq War has resulted 
in approximately 116,000 civilian deaths and 
4,474 U.S. service personnel deaths, according 
tothe: Washington Post and iraqbodycount. 
org. 

While historic war anniversaries like D-Day 
and Armistice Day (Veteran’s Day) are observed 
yearly, the anniversary of the invasion of Iraq 
should hold equal weight and encourage debate 
about war and all of its implications. 

The invasion, which was based on the premise 
that Iraq contained weapons of mass destruc-° 
tion, was faulty to begin with. No weapons of 
mass destruction were ever found, not by the 
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U.S. or members of the international commu- 
nity. Justifying a needless war required help, 
and the U.S. got that from the largely ignorant 
media. 

According to former Washington Post writer 
Howard Kurtz, the Washington Post ran more 
than 140 front-page stories leading up to the Iraq 
invasion that focused “heavily 
on administration [President 
George W. Bush and Vice 
President Dick Cheney] rheto- 
ric against Iraq.” 

Few, if any, anti-invasion stories, Kurtz 
argued, made it the front page of the Washington 
Post during that time. 

Put simply, the rampant patriotism that fol- 
lowed 9/11 contributed to a less-free environ- 
ment in which anyone who spoke out against or 
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criticized the U.S. was seen as a traitor. 

According to an episode of Bill Moyer’s 
Journal, entitled “Buying The War,’ former CNN 
president Walter Issacson spoke of the criti- 
cism and pressure he received from advertisers 
who had threatened to pull their advertisements 
because of CNN’s war coverage. 

Instead of questioning the 
president’s plans or scrutiniz- 
ing the intelligence his staff 
publicly used to justify the 
war, the press effectively rolled 
over, leaving the tank of American war propa- 
ganda unchecked. 

Whether Saddam Hussein had weapons of 
mass destruction before the U.S. entered will 
never be fully known. The real fact is, though, 
that none were ever found, casting permanent 
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shadows on the U.S. role in justifying a fruitless 
war. ; 

Besides removing Hussein, what has the Iraq 
War achieved? 

Thousands of Americans and tens of thousands 
of Iraqis perished in a war that has left a country 
destroyed. 

Depending on who you ask, you will find 
people who believe that the invasion either “liber- 
ated” or “destroyed” Iraq. - 

_ Regardless of how one feels, though, the 
shoddy intelligence used to justify the war shoul 
spark debate and outrage. ze 

Justification of future conflicts should be more 
transparent, or else wars like Iraq will continue to 
afflict countless Americans, dead or alive.

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Dave Grohl inspires SXSW musicians, attendees 


The festival’s keynote 
speaker touches on Sound 
City, inspiration and guilt.

Amidst numerous panels, meetings and shows 
for South by Southwest, a;music; film and interac- 
tive convention in Austin, Andres Alzate made sure 
to find time for this year’s keynote speaker, Dave 
Grohl. 

“TI came here to learn about music and the tech- 
nology,” Alzate, a music-composer who traveled 
from Colombia to attend the festival, said. “I am a 
big fan of his music. Even in Cqlombia I play his 
songs, some of his songs, ‘Everlong’ for example.” 

The Foo Fighters frontman gave music devotees 
at South by Southwest (SXSW) a pep talk in the 
Austin Convention Center on THursday morning. 
Taking the stage at around 11 a.m., Grohl, who had 
just recently released ‘his documentary “Sound City 
Movie” in February, talked to the packed room 
about his start in the music industry. 

Before joining a band, Grohl said he would spend 
hours in his bedroom playing guitar, practicing 
drums on pillows and listening to records. 

Grohl said he eventually became a one-man-band, 
making his room into his personal studio. Pulling out 
a guitar and two tape players, Grohl demonstrated 
to the crowd how he would record songs by himself 
when he was 12 years old. 

“J took my crappy old handheld tape recorder, 
hit record and laid down a guitar track,” he said. “I 
would then take that cassette, place it in the home 
stereo, take another cassette, place that into the 
handheld recorder, hit play on the stereo, record on 
the handheld and play drums along to the sound of 
my guitar.” is eer 

Even though the songs were about his dad, dog 
and bike, Grohl said that recording songs by himself 
made for a fulfilling reward. Later, Grohl discov- 
ered the world of punk rock, the society-rejecting 
genre that sparked a revolution inside teens when it 
surfaced during the 1970s and became potent during 
the Reagan years. 

“Tt was the blissful removal of these bands from 


any source of conventional, popular corporate struc- 
ture, and the underground network that supported 
the music’s independence that was totally inspiring 
to me,” he said. 

That punk-rock mentality allowed Grohl to real- 
ize that he could make music on his own without 
having to worry about what others have to say. He 
then emphasized that music comes from individual 
creativity and shared his advice by telling others to 


focus on their art and not listen to what critics may _ 


have to say. : 

“Who’s to say what’s a good voice? ‘The Voice?’” 
Grohl said as the crowd broke into a rolling laughter. 
“It’s your voice. Cherish it.” 

Music marketer Eileen Tilson from Nashville, 
Tenn. said that Grohl was able to crack jokes and 
keep his funny persona while sharing his story in a 
way that was insightful to others. 

“T Jove the fact that he was the drummer for an

icon band and then with the Foo Fighters and then 
with every single project that’s he’s ever done and 
yet he still could be your next door neighbor,” she 
said. “He just tells it to you straight. I love that about 
him.” 

Alzate said the speech gave him enough inspira- 
tion to go back home to Colombia and start work on 
his commercial and film compositions. 

“Tt was so inspiring to me, because when you are a 
musician and you have to work for relief, maybe you 
sometimes forget about music and the importance 
of yourself,” he said. “What he said, the musicians 
come first ... I think that I’m going to go home with 
new ideas and my head clear.” 

SXSW festivities, which began on March 
8, ended on Sunday, but the festival will start 
back up again in March 2014.

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There is plenty of blame to go around, but it shouldn't be placed on Ennis

At the postgame press conference 
following Long Beaeh State’s 67-60 
loss to UC Irvine in the semifinals of 
the Big West tournament, senior guard 
James Ennis sat with his head*resting 
on his hand, his eyes pointed straight 
down at the table in front of him. 

Ennis stayed like that for three full 
minutes. He didn’t do more than.glance 
up or speak more than a word until the 
very end of the press conference. 

“1’m just down on myself because I 
let my teammates down,” he said even- 
tually. “I’m a senior. I’m supposed to 
help my teammates a lot, and I didn’t 
do my job, so that’s why I’m down on 
myself. Now we just have to go to the 
[National Invitational Tournament] and 
respresent Long Beach.” et 

It’s understandable why Ennis 
feels that way, but that doesn’t mean 
that he should. Yes, the senior guard 
got into foul trouble early’on and 
had to sit out key minutes in the sec- 
ond half. Because of that, he fell 5.7 
points short of his season average and 
almost four rebounds short of his sea- 
son average. 

But he still scored in double digits for 
the 37th straight game and went 3-for- 
6 behind the 3-point line. Monson was 
quick to back him up too, as he imme- 
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empty about four or five straight pos- 
sessions.” i 

Alex Young led the charge for Ir- 
vine, tallying a game-high 18 points 
— including a go-ahead three from 
the left corner with 3:40 remaining 
— to go with four assists and three 
rebounds. 

The freshman guard received lots 
of support from Will Davis II, Chris 
McNealy and Daman Starring. 

Davis compiled 14 points and nine 
rebounds while McNealy added 13 
points and seven boards. 

Starring, the team’s leading scor- 
er, only chipped in seven points but 
dished out a game-high seven as- 
sists. ;

diately said that any blame being placed 
on Ennis was “ridiculous.” 

“We’re here because of him,” Mon- 
son said. “We won the league because 
of him. He’s the most valuable player 
in our league ... I’m sitting here saying 
the same thing; there’s things I could 
have done, but you win as a team and 


you lose as a team, and this was his 
team. He wanted it so bad that he got 
into foul trouble ... if the only thing he 
did wrong was want it too bad, we’ll 
live with that.” 

One particular quote from Mon- 
son’s monologue stands out: “you win 
as a team, and you lose as a team.” It’s 


a cliché line that every sports reporter 
has heard in his or her lifetime, but like 
most clichés, it’s true. In this case, the 
49ers lost as a team. 

No one player dragged the “Niners 
down on Saturday night. In fact, most 
players had pretty good games. Keala 
King had 15 points, Tony Freeland had 


15 and Mike Caffey had 14 to add to 
Ennis’ 11. 

It was individual possessions or 
brief scoreless slumps that kept LBSU 
from the tournament finals. For exam- 
ple, midway through the second half, 
King dribbled the ball down the court, 
dribbled it around the arc, dribbled it 
toward the basket and got called for an 
offensive foul. 

One possession, no passes, one foul 
and no points. 

What really killed the 49ers’ title 
hopes was a five-minute span during the 
second half when nothing seemed to fall 
for The Beach. The 49ers came up empty 
on six shots during that time, and the Ant- 
eaters scored twice to narrow their deficit 
from 43-36 to 43-41. LBSU managed to 
hold onto the lead a little while longer, but 
its chance to blow things open and seal a 
trip to the finals had passed. 

From an overall standpoint, the 49ers 
lost because they didn’t have the team 
chemistry to make it through the tour- 
nament undefeated. 

“It’s who we are as a team unfortu- 
nately,’ Monson said. “We never got 
consistent enough to win three games 
in a row.” 

The 49ers will play at least once more 
in the NIT, but expectations aren’t high 
for this team to make any kind of run. The 
NIT is college basketball’s consolation 
prize, and the 49ers weren’t interested in 
consolation prizes this year. As a team, 
they just couldn’t pull things together 
enough to earn anything better.

Dirtbags end losing streak with sweep

After enduring a six-game losing 
streak, the Dirtbags needed a fresh start. 

They got one. 

Long Beach State (9-11) actually got 
a pair of good starts, as starting pitch- 
ers Shane Carle and Jake Stassi each 
pitched well en route to wins on Friday 
and Saturday. The Dirtbags then com- 
pleted a sweep of Wichita State with an 
11-hit performance Sunday afternoon. 

“Our focus after [Tuesday’s loss to 
Loyola Marymount] was kind of a new 
season,” LBSU head coach Troy Buck- 


ley said. “Forget about your stats and 
performances, good or bad, to that point, 
and let’s build on the next day, and that 
was kind of what our focus was.” 

Buckley’s refocused group managed 
to not only break its losing streak but 
also find a hitting groove, as it accu- 
mulated 30 hits throughout the series 
against the Shockers (11-8). 

“I think our at-bats got better late,” 
Buckley said after a 3-1 win on Satur- 
day. “We started seeing the ball up a 
little bit, and we worked over the ball a 
little better. It’s just trying to get them to 
stop worrying about results even though 
this is a total result-driven game.” 

The Dirtbags’ offense got some help 
from the pitching staff, as Carle and 
Stassi gave up just one run apiece in the 
games they pitched. 

“We got really good pitching,” Buck- 
ley said. “That’s going to keep you in 
games. It’s going to allow you to get 
some opportunities on the offensive 
side of the ball.” 

Carle threw a gem on Friday night, as 


he went seven innings and gave up just 
one unearned run on three hits. He also 
had seven strikeouts while second base- 
man Jeff McNeil led the Dirtbags offen- 
sively with four hits, two RBI and a run. 

Stassi followed up Carle with a great 
outing of his own on Saturday. He also 
threw seven innings, giving up one run on 
six hits and striking out six in the process. 

“I knew I had to come in and throw 
three pitches for strikes and couldn’t 
just rely on the fastball,” Stassi said. “It 
feels really good to get us back in the 
win column, not just from a personal 
standpoint, but as a team.” 

Pitching wasn’t as strong early on in 
the series finale on Sunday. Freshman 
David Hill, who made his first career 
start after working from the bullpen the 
rest of the season, gave up three runs in 
the first three innings. 

“I thought he was a little antsy,” 
Buckley said. “I thought he was a little 
over his emotional line, if you will, be- 
ing on Redbull or whatever it may be.”

Buckley said. “Those two innings, espe- 
cially after we gave up a run, was great for

The 
Dirtbags will then return to Blair Field 
for the always-anticipated home series 
with Cal State Fullerton. 


The Tigers’ long-time 
coach wins the Big 
West tournament in 
his final season.

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Long Beach State falls in the semifinals of the Big West tournament. 


ANAHEIM — The Long 
Beach State men’s basketball 
team will have to keep its danc- 
ing shoes in the closet this year. 

The top-seeded ‘Niners quest 
for a repeat trip to the NCAA tournament came to a screeching halt Fri- 
day night with a 67-60 loss to No. 4 UC Irvine at the Honda Center. 

The loss in the second round of the Big West tournament does not end 
LBSU’s season though, as it will compete in the National Invitation Tour- 
nament (NIT), representing the Big West as its regular season champion. 

Trailing by just one at the half, The Beach took the lead by as many as 
seven after the break but could not provide enough scoring punch in the 
waning minutes. 

Big West Player of the Year James Ennis extended his double figure 
scoring streak to 37 games with 11 points but fouled out and was unavail- 
able down the stretch. 

“I’m down on myself a little bit because I let my teammates down,” 
Ennis said. “I’m a senior, I’m supposed to help my teammates a lot, and 
I feel like I didn’t do my job. Now we just have to go to the NIT and rep- 
resent Long Beach.” 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson disagreed, praising the senior guard 
for his activity and desire to help his team win. 

“We're here because of him, we won this league because of him,’ 
Monson said. “His energy was unbelievable. He probably just wanted 
it so much that he got out of control a couple times. I don’t fault a guy

his dream. That’s what a true 
competitor does. If the only 
thing he did wrong was want it 
too bad, we’ll live with that.” 

LBSU’s other senior, Peter Pappageorge, said the loss is hard to take in, 
but that the team must re-focus and compete in the NIT. 

“The biggest disappointment is we tasted it last year and know how 
good it was,” he said. “That was our motivation the whole year. We expect 
to win this league. We really wanted to win this tournament, get back to 
the NCAA tournament and maybe get hot and get on a roll, but this is 
pretty disappointing and we’re just going to have to show up next week 
and treat the NIT as it is the NCAA tournament, show some class and 
represent this university.” 

Tony Freeland, Keala King and Mike Caffey provided most of the 
scoring for The Beach with 15, 15 and 14, respectively. 

The ‘Niners received zero bench scoring, compared to 10 points from 
the Irvine reserves. 

Monson credited his team’s effort and intensity but said it just didn’t 
do enough offensively to keep up with the Anteaters in the second half. 

“I was really pleased with the way we played,” he said, “It was a high level 
of intensity.
